1. On 6 August 1973 the DCI approved an IG report 
to the Management Committee on sensitive document storage 
and retrieval (MCA-33) ./ The IG’s recommendations were: 

a. That those elements of the Agency engaged „ 
in production of finished intelligence or in substan- 
tive intelligence support of policy levels in the 
government, be required to consult with CRS in order 
to develop a standard approach to eventual inclusion 
into the CRS reference system of that material in- 
volving sensitive handling restrictions. 


b. That the DO continue: its work with CRS to 
establish a basis for eventual inclusion of sensi- 
tive intelligence into the central reference system; 
that it establish a central record of its own for 
registering all information intelligence reporting; 
and, that it take steps to clarify the status of its 
past sensitive information intelligence reporting 
in order to determine the problems presented in 
incorporating it in the CRS reference system. ■ . 


c . . That: CRS report to the CIA- Management - 
Committee on a quarterly basis, on progress in ^ 
developing programs for the inclusion of sensitive 
intelligence materials into the Agency* s central 


reference system.

Those reports 
that have been received have improved the integrity and 
timeliness of the Agency’s centralised document storage 
and retrieval system. . .
